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Easter  Day. 

Our  Easier  Services  were  delightful,  be- 
yond all  expectation  and  expression.  The 
day  itself  was  all  that  any  one  could  have  de- 
sired. It  was  a  perfect  day.  It  seems  as 
if  in  this  particular,  as  in  others  ;  the  Lord 
had  answered  our  prayers  in  giving-  us  a 
perfect  day  of  calm  and  sunshine  for  our 
services,  and  upon  which  to  celebrate  the 
triumphs  of  our  risen  Christ. 

For  weeks  past  our  people  had  been 
looking  forward  to  our  Easter  Services 
with  great  solicitude.  We  prayed  and  toiled 
that  this  might  be  a  day  of  triumph  and 
rejoicing  to  the  church,  and  the  crowning 
day  of  our  labors  for  the  past  several  months. 
We  rejoice  exceedingly  that  we  were  not 
disappointed  in  our  expectations,  and  that 
we  have  renewed  unto  us  the  assurance 
that  our  God  hears  and  answers  the  prayers 
of  his  people,  and  abundantly  blesses  the 
labors  put  forth  in  his  name  for  his  honor 
and  glory. 

At  an  early  hour  on  Easter  morning,  the 
people  began  to  assemble  for  the  service, 
and  soon  e  very  available  space  in  our  lec- 
ture rooms  was  occupied.  We  were  sorry 
that  we  could  not  offer  better  accommoda- 
tions to  the  throngs  of  people  who  were 
present.  But  we  take  consolation  in  the 
fact  that  before  long  we  will  have  our 
spacious  auditorium,  when  we  shall  be 
fully  competent  to  accommodate  the  people 
who  come  to  worship  with  us. 

The  pastor  was  assisted  in  the  services 
by  Rev.  J.  P.  Lloyd,  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  who  is  a  frequent  attendant  at 
our  meetings,  and  whose  presence  is  al- 
ways so  pleasing  to  our  people.  The  regu- 
lar Easter  Sermon  was  dispensed  with  in 
the  morning  and  was  preached  in  the 
evening.  After  scripture  reading  and 
prayer,  and  singing  by  the  congregation, 
and  an  Easter  voluntary  by  the  choir,  the 
pastor  announced  the  names  of  the  appli- 
cants for  church  membership  and  proceeded 
to  their  reception.     This  was  indeed  a  de- 


lightful and  gratifying  service.  At  no  time 
previous  in  the  history  of  Grace  Church 
were  so  many  added  at  one  time  to  the 
congregation.  It  was  a  matter  of  special  re- 
joicing to  see  so  many  among  the  number 
of  applicants,  who  were  heads  of  families. 
In  a  number  of  instances  whole  families  were 
received;  husbands  and  wives,  fathers  and 
mothers  and  their  children.  It  was  a 
latter  day  Pentecostal  scene  ;  some  of  the 
applicants  were  received  by  confirmation, 
some  by  baptism  and  confirmation,  others 
by  re-profession,  and  a  few  by  letters. 
After  the  reception  of  adults,  a  number  of 
children  received  the  sacrament  of  baptism. 
At  the  conclusion  of  this  part  of  the  serv- 
ice, the  Lord's  Supper  was  celebrated.  The 
number  of  communicants  was  large  and  the 
service  refreshing. 

This  Easter  Day  will  be  long  remembered 
by  the  members  of  Grace  Church.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  church  is  enjoying  a  gracious 
season  of  grace,  a  genuine  revival.  The 
Lord  has  indeed  remembered  our  church 
and  in  his  own  time  and  way  has  sent  the 
prayed  for  "Showers  of  Blessing."  With 
his  mighty  arm  he  has  vindicated  his  cause> 
and  blessed  the  people  who  had  waited 
before  him  in  earnest  entreaties  for  a  spe- 
cial manifestation  of  his  glory,  and  the  sal- 
vation of  souls.  How  glorious  are  the  tri- 
umphs of  our  God  and  his  people.  The  Lord 
hath  done  great  things  for  us,  and  there- 
fore will  we  anew  repose  our  confidence  in 
him.  We  shall  continue  to  implore  the 
manifest  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  among 
us  in  the  conversion  of  souls.  We  shall 
pray  that  the  present  showers  of  blessiDg 
may  only  be  as  the  earlier  rains,  and  that 
the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  may  yet  be 
sent  upon  the  church  in  greater  fullness. 

The  church  has  entered  upon  a  new  era 
of  activity.  The  present  indications  are 
that  our  work  for  the  Lord  has  now  only 
rightly  begun.  Many  others  are  standing 
at  the  doors  of  our  church,  and  are  avail- 
able for  us.  The  harvest  is  plenteous- and 
ripe.  Let  us,  fellow  co-workers  with  the 
Lord,  pray  the  master  to  anoint  us  with  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  thus  equipped  let  us  go 
forth  to  do  work  for  ths  master.

To      the     Spiritual      Children       of 
"Grace  Church." 

REV.  J.  P.  LLOYD. 

As  your  friend,  and  at  the  request  of 
your  kind  pastor,  I  speak  to  you  through 
the  Grace  Church  Visitor. 

While  speaking-  to  the  children  of  your 
church,  in  general,  I  have  in  my  remarks 
more  special  reference  to  the  class  of  cate- 
chumens, who  after  examination  by  the 
"Spiritual  Council,"  and  on  the  profession 
of  their  "repentance  toward  God,  and 
faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,"  on  Easter 
Sunday  last,  were  received  into  full  com- 
munion cf  the  church,  and  partook  of  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  honor,  dear  children,  and  the  excel- 
lent privileges,  thus  made  yours,  together 
with  duties  they  bring  with  them,  may 
well  fill  your  minds  and  hearts;  and  do 
claim  your  prayerful  attention.  "Glory, 
honor  and  immortality"  are  all  wrapped 
up  therewith.  Even  minds  matured  with 
years  and  grace,  find  it  not  an  easy  thing 
to  estimate  these  things;  and  no  created 
mind,  of  man,  or  angel,  can  over  estimate 
them. 

First.  Think  of  the  honor  hereby  con- 
ferred. Perhaps  you  will  see  this  idea 
more  clearly,  in  the  light  of  comparison. 

Read  the  story  of  Joseph.  His  brothers 
had  in  envy  and  malice  cast  him  into  a 
pit,  that  he  might  die  there.  A  company 
of  Midianite  merchants  came  that  way,  go- 
ing down  to  Egypt,  and  the  brothers  re- 
solved to  take  Joseph  from  the  pit,  and 
sell  him  to  them;  which  they  did.  These 
merchants  took  him  to  Egypt,  and  there 
they  sold  him  to  Potiphar,  a  servant  or 
officer  of  Pharaoh,  the  king,  and  captain 
of  the  guard,  a  high  military  position. 
Soon  this  man  appreciated  Joseph's  vir- 
tues and  his  ability,  and  the  Bible  tells  us 
of  bis  beauty  of  person  and  of  his  manners, 
saying,  "He  was  a  goodly  person  and  well 
favored."  And  the  Lord  was  with  Joseph, 
and  he  was  a  prosperous  man,  and  his 
master  confided  in  him,  and  promoted  him 
to  positions  of  highest  trust;  and  the  over- 
sight and  care  of  all  that  he  had  was  com- 
mitted to  this  faithful  and  trusted  servant 
and  overseer.  "And  the  Lord  blessed  the 
Egyptian's  house,  for  Joseph's  sake."  See 
him!  brought  from  a  pit  and  sold  to  slave 
merchants:  by  them  brought  to  Egypt  and 
sold  as  a  slave  to  an  Egyptian  master,  and 


soon  admired  and  p-omoted  by  his  master, 
who  trusted  all  his  affairs  and  interests 
into  the  hands  of  Joseph.  Was  not  this  a 
great  honor  to  a  poor  Jewish  boy  ?  But 
earthly  honors  are  not  always  lasting  hon- 
ors. Joseph  experienced  this.  Soon,  by 
the  vicious  heart,  and  shameful  falsehoods 
of  a  shameless  woman,  Joseph  lost  the 
confidence  of  Potiphar,  his  master,  whose 
wrath  was  kindled  at  once,  and  he  stripped 
Joseph  of  all  his  honors,  "and  cast  him 
into  prison  where  the  king's  prisoners 
were  bound.  At  the  end  of  two  full  years 
Joseph  was  still  in  prison.  Then  by  the 
agency  of  one  who  before  had  been  a  fellow 
prisoner  with  Joseph,  and  now  remem- 
bered Joseph  as  the  interpreter  of  a  won- 
derful dream  of  this  prisoner:  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  Jo  3eph's  interpretation  of  it, 
this  man  had  been  taken  from  prison,  and 
restored  to  office  and  honors  by  Pharaoh. 
But  now  the  king  himself  had  a  wonder- 
ful dream.  But  he  found  none  that  could 
interpret  it.  Joseph  was  then  called  be- 
fore the  king  who  told  him  his  dream  and 
desired  him  to  interpret  it.  Joseph  had 
"shaved  himself  and  changed  his  gar- 
ments," and  standing  modestly  before 
Pharaoh,  he  answered  the  king:  "It  is 
not  in  me;  God  will  give  Pharaoh  an 
answer  in  peace.'"  And  soon  again  he 
answered  the  king:  "This  is  the  thing  I 
have  spoken  unto  Pharaoh;  what  God  is 
about  to  do,  he  showeth  unto  Pharaoh." 
And  he  told  the  king  of  the  seven  years  of 
plenty  God  would  send  on  Egypt,  and 
then,  the  seven  years  of  fearful  famine 
that  would  follow. 

Then  he  advised  the  king  what  it  would 
be  wise  for  him  to  do,  for  Egypt's  good, 
and  the  good  of  the  surrounding  nations. 
The  king  was  amazed  and  rejoiced.  "And 
the  thing  was  good  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh 
and  in  the  eyes  of  all  his  servants,  and  he 
said  unto  his  servants:  Can  we  find  a  man 
such  as  this  ?  A  man  in  whom  the  spirit 
of  God  is  ?  And  he  said  unto  Joseph:  For 
as  much  as  God  hath  showed  thee  all  this, 
there  is  none  so  discreet  and  wise  as  thou 
art.  Thou  shalt  be  over  my  house;  and 
according  to  thy  word  shall  all  my  people 
be  ruled:  only  in  the  throne  will  I  be 
greater  than  thou."  Dear  children,  my 
heart  throbs  with  joy  as  I  write  these 
things  for  you.  See  Joseph  in  the  prison 
one  day.  The  next  day  see  him  instruct- 
ing Egypt's  great  king  in  the  things  to  be 
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done  in  his  kingdom  lor  the  next  fourteen 
years.  Then  see  him  invested  with  honors 
and  authority  next  to  those  of  the  king 
himself.  Tell  me,  is  not  that  "honor"  and 
high  honor  ? 

But  what  honors  does  Jesus  offer  to  His 
servants,  as  the  children  of  His  kingdom  ? 
He  tells  us  in  His  prayer  to  His  Fat^r  er, 
saying,  "Father,  I  will  that  these  whom 
Thou  hast  given  Me  be  with  Me  where  I 
am,  that  they  may  behold  My  glory, 
which  Thou  hast  given  Me:  for  Thou 
lovedest  Me  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world."  And  Paul  tells  us,  speaking-  of 
them:  "Ye  are  all  children  of  God  by 
your  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  if  children, 
then  heirs:  heirs  of  God,  and  joint  heirs 
with  Christ."  And  John  tells  us  of  the 
Redeemer  and  His  people,  "Unto  Him 
that  loved  us  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in 
His  blood,  and  hath  made  us  kings  and 
priests,  unto  God,  and  His  Father;  unto 
Him  be  glory  forever  and  ever."  Dear 
children  is  not  that  "honor,"  indeed?
